MURDER CASE THIS AFTERNOON IN BUILDING LINE 


Josiah Gilbert Charged With Having 


Shot Barrett Henderson 


Regina Leader: At about 9.30 o'clock 
yesterday morning the farm until re- 
cently owned by Josiah Gilbert, situ- 
ated some twelve miles to the south- 


east of Regina, was the scene of a 
frightful tragedy, as the outcome of* 
which Josiah Gilbert lies at the pre3- 
ent moment in priscn with the awful 
charge of murder hanging over him 
and Barrett Henderson, who rezentiy 
purchaset the Gilbert farm, lies dead 
in the undertaking parlors of Messrs. 
Wright awaiting a post mortem ex- 
amination. 

The beginning of 
perhaps be never réally known. So 
far as present informaiion goes only 
two men could teli the story, the one 
ia dead, the other is Gilbert. 

One account of the occurrence is to 
the effect that Herderso: was at the 
stable on the Gilbert farm when Gil- 
bert called to him to wait and he 
would go with him and take a gun 
to shoot gophers. A moment later 
Gilbert appeared from the barn Car- 
rying agun, which as he approached 
the buggy in which Headersoa was 
sitting, was discharged. Henderson 
fell from the buggy, but getting uo 
started to run from Gilbert, who fol- 
lowed, brandishing the gun. Al thig 
juncture two men who were driving 
into town from Sedley drove up, to 
whom, upon seeing them the wound- 
ed man ran, crying out that 
who meanwhile had dropped his gun,
